* The Brisbane Courier say 
to Captain Dickson. an old 
Sea Talanda, who has reoontly returned from the 
north-eastern coast of Now Guinea, for the fallow- 
ing account of his trip_and desoription of the 
Gorman settlements at Finch Havon and Samoa 
Heven:— "7" . 

“Woleft Coak townonthe 20th Jaunnry lastinthe 
steamer Truganint; ‘sighted the Durram Islands 
on the 220d; touched at Connor Inland, oud on- 
chorod for the night at Normanby Island, off 
Capo Venetia, on the 23rd, in company with the 
xtoamer Samoa ; welghed anchor at 4o'clook next 
morning and proceed to Finch Haven, Gorman 
New Guinoa, whore we anchored noxt morning ; 
Jnndod four passongors, mails, andosrgo. ‘This 
is an open anchorage, but could by mado a good 
harbour at 4 vary sonsiderabla oxponse.. Tt iagt 
present buts poor harbour, tolembly safe, 
copt being. open’ to the north aad north-wost. 
Tho settlement consisted of six Gormans and 
fourteen Malays, located on a small island in tha 
bay, connected by'a causeway with the mainland, 
the road having beon made by the sultlers with 
coral, The sattlora are forming plontations on 
the mainland. Yams, corn, oud a fow othor things 

Wnly~ore as yet planted to supply prosent 
necessities ag tho clearing proceeds, . Only 
a few scros ato. as, yet diverted of ‘tim. 
ber. The soil is splendid, but the timber 
ig only’ sorubby. Tho land is high but not 
donszly waonded. ' Theré is a ‘small creok flowing 
a bay, useless for water supply. The 

‘ ants are dependent for watar on that obtain- 
od frome Large riverabouta mile to the northward, 
across the point. The natives are rather plontiful 
and were friendly disposed to our party, but with 
the Gevmans they.do not appoar to be on tho boat 
of terms, nig indicated by thofaot that the 
latter have four sentry bores erosted on the is- 
Jand, and those are acoupied by sentries. every 
night so aste guard against sarprise. This 
precaution was found neosssary in eonseqmence 
_ of an ottompt made recently by the natives, who 
assembled in grost force in cancos and on tho 
mainland with tho object of surrounding and 
maasacring the sellers, The dosiga was dis- 
covered apd frustrated, for” haprily tho Samoa 
steamod into’ tho harbour just asthe plot was 
abont to be carried into execution, Tho natives 
were driven atvay,and are not allowed to come 
near the island, and all 
has beon uspended for three months, This, 
it is thonght, will have the desired effect 
of making the natives more fricudly disposed. 
No force was used; they were simply told to 
“lear, which thay hid the food ‘sense to do.” No”

steamed along. the coast for about250 miles, toa 
place called Samos Haven, The scenery along 


the coast is of the most beautiful snd anchanting | « 


desoription, and snrpsssed anything in the South 
Seas. The constline is Ligh, aud vessels can 
steam close alongside, the water being’ so deep, 
and free from impediments to navigation, _Not 
a rivor or croek was to be soon tho whole.of this 
distanse.. We saw several islands, all of whioh 
were densely populated. The land was all clear- 
ed, and stuided wilh houses, built up off the 
ground in regular New Guinea fashion. We 
id not call at theso islands, or hold any com- 
munication with the inhabitants, Portions of 
thia mainland wero thickly timbered; but 
some portions, and those only. few, were 
covered with o most luxuriant growth of 
grass, oxtonding back long distanoss. Thore 
‘wore spparontly any number of natives ashore. 
To all appearances the inhabitants of the east 
coast, althongh mach favonred by living on 
-hicher land-than-those-on-the-west-coast;to-nat- 
possess a much fuer physique; yet toa critical 
observer a marked degroa of superiority is natio 
able. It would bo strange were itnot so. Samoa 
Haven is a far botter harbour than Finch 
Havon ; but will roqnira a larga expenditara to 
make it s good port. The natives ate very 
frivadly and numerous. They follow agricultural 
pursuits psouliar to the island, linving well oul- 
tivated garlons, and thoy show eridonooz of con- 
sidorable intelligence. ‘The Germon settlement 
is on an island hore also, bnt not conmactad 
with the mainland, the only meas of comma- 
nigstion bing by boats, The settlers, who 
number five Germans only, are dependent tor 
their supply of wator from a orvek in the bay, 
and are ovoupiod in clearing tha istand, which is 
in extent about halfa mile by a quarter of a 
mile, with the object of forming a township. 
‘Thoir effurly bhava not as yet been directed to 
the mainland, axcopt in tho way of trode, and 
thoro is not muoh of this done, exeapt in to- 
paceoleaaf, of which the nativas prow a great 
uintity, and take in return old irom hoops: 
ton apposrs to be their oly requirement. We 
Tau led tivo passengers here, also the mails, and 
B quantity of cargo. The doctor also landed 
on a visit of inspection only. The ocenpants 
of the settlement vero healthy and happy. We 
remained here fr two days but had not ony 
return cargo. We returned (by the same route 
as on the up trip) to Finch Hhven where wo 
Jandod and loft tho doctor, whosa duty it is to 
look after the health of the ocenpsnts of: these 
two German settlemanta on the rast const of 
New Guinos. - The houses snd buildings bein; 
ervvtod on these two settlements are of woo! 
coverod with iron, and were prepared in Gor- 
many ready to place in position. Tho small 
pamber of handsemployed have mady surpris- 
ing progress considering the short period. they 
havo been st work, Tt was stated that sdvices 
hal dion received of a ship loadof immigrants 
having beea desprtohed from Germany to o0- 
oupy ths asttloments and form exploring parties 
to «xplore the country, and otherwise open it up 
and ovtablish trade with the natives, In all pro- 
bability tha vessel has arvivnd ors this, We left 
Finck Haven on the Sth To brnary and arrived 
in Cooktown on the L1th Fybruary, after a very 
flag passngo.
